The historical characters to whom 
he bore most resemblance appear to have been Charles XIL., 
of Sweden and the eccentric Lord Peterborough.” Henri 
Rochefort knows all about the death of Skobeleff, he says : 
“A soporific draught was mixed with his wine, and in his 
sleep the gallant soldier was strangled. M. Rochefort always 
expected this to happen, and would have prophesied it only 
prophecy is always a good deal safer after the event.” 

Tae Washington correspondent of the Boston Journal 
says: ‘General Grant will hardly succeed in having the bill 
to put himeelf on the retired list passed at this session.

RECENT DEATHS. 


POST CHAPLAIN WM. VAUX, U: 8. A. 
General McDowell telegraphs to the War Department, 
July 25, that Post Chaplain William Vaux, U. 8. A., retired, 
died at Santa Cruz, Cal., the 22dinst. Ohaplain Vaux was 
about 74 years of age at the time of his decease, a native of 
England. He was appointed from the District of Columbia 
chaplain at the post of Fort Laramie, Neb., September 29, 
1819, to July 1, 1862. Hospital chaplain of volunteers Au- 
gust 6, 1864. He was mustered out April 29, 1867, and ap- 
pointed post chaplain March 26, 1867, and retired June 8, 
1880. Chaplain Vaux had quite a large family of daughters, 
several of whom married Army officers, The widow of the 
late Col. Francis N. Olarke, major of the 5th Artillery, was 
one of the chaplain’s daughters. 

ASST. SURGEO™ CARLOS CARVALLO, U. 8. A. 
Carr. CARLOS UARVALLA, Assistant Surgeon U. 8. A., died 
at Winthrop Beach, Mass., on Sunday, the 23d of July, of 
paralysis. He had been insensible for some days previous, 
stupor having intervened. His last hours were soothed by 
the kind ministrations of his wife and by the presence of 
several of his brother officers. Capt. Carvailo was appointed 
assistant surgeon in the Army, with the rank of first lieu- 
tenant, May 14, 1867, and was promoted tu the rank of cap- 
tain, May 14, 1870. He was a graduate of the educational 
jnstitutions of Berlin, Prussia, and always evinced great 
industry and pride in his profession. He had been almost 
constantly on duty since his original appointment, much of 
his service having been in Texas and New Mexico. Captain 
Carvallo was a Chilian by birth, and his father was several 
years since Minister to the United States from the Republic 
of Chili. His last station was at Fort Laramie, Wyoming 
Territory, from which post he had been on sick leave of 
absence a few months. He leaves a wife and two children. 
Mrs. Carvallo, née Miss Emma Bayliss, of Washington City, 
is an accomplished lady, and has endeared herself to many 
friends in the Army who will deeply sympathize with her in 
this sad bereavement. The remains, after being carefully 
embalmed, were shipped to Washington on the 24th inst. for 
interment in the family vault in the Congressional Cemetery. 
COLONEL JOSEPH AUGUSTUS SLIPPER, U. 8. V. 

The New York Times referring to the recent death of one 
of our former associates says : ‘‘Col. Joseph A. Slipper, a 
veteran of the war, and one of the firm of Messis. Macgowan 
and Slipper, died yesterday at his residence, No. 457 Henry 
street, Brooklyu, aged 41 years. He was born in this city, 
and was graduated from Columbia College. On leaving 
college he became a teacher in a school in New York, but 


entered the Army and served on the staff of Gen. Graham, 
in the Army of the Potomac. At the close of the war he re- 
turned to Brooklyn and entered the field of journalism. He 
was engaged first as an editor of the Anmy anp Navy Joun- 
wat, and afterwards on the editorial staff of Hvarth and 
Home. Fora time he held a responsible position in 8. W. 
Green and Co.’s printing establishment, at Frankfort and 
Jacob streets. Then he entered into partnership with Mr. 
Robert W. Macgowan, who was also employed in the same 
place, and they opened a book and job printing establish- 
ment in the Sun Building in 1871. Later they removed their 
business to Beekman street. The exposures of Army life in 
the field affected Col. Slipper’s health, and for the past five 
years he suffered from spinal trouble, which eventually 
caused his death. He was a member of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. He leaves a widow and three children. The 
funeral took place July 27, and the remains were interred 
in Greenwood Cemetery.” We may add that Col. Slipper 
was one of the five honor men of Columbia College the 
year of his graduation. Three of the others were John 
Orosby Brown, of the banking firm of Brown Brothers and 
Oo. ; Stephen Whitney Phenix, of a well known New York 
family and brother of Lloyd Phanix, late of the Navy, and 
Frauk P. Church, of the Army anp Navy Journat. Ool. 
Slipper was a gentleman of the highest sense of personal 
honor, and he will be long remembered with respect and 
affection by those who were associated withhim. He entered 
the volunteer service in 1861, as lieutenant in the 67th New 
York Infantry, of which Julius W. Adams was colonel, other- 
wise known as the lst Long Island. He resigned September 
9. He also served on the steff of the late Gen. Abercrombie, 
by whom he was held in high esteem, The funeral of Ool. 
Slipper took place from his home, at No. 457 Henry street, 
Brooklyn, Thursday afternoon. The remains were deposited 
in Greenwood Cemetery. The cortége included many of the 
Colonel's old military comrades and many members of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, of which he was a 
charter member. The pall-bearers were: Col. Horatio C. 
King, U. 8. V.; Gen. Charles “A. Carleton, U.8. V.:; Mr. 
Robert Macgowan, his late partner in business ; Mr. Edwsrd 
O. Jenkins; Lieut.-Gol. Samuel Truesdell, U. 8. V.; Lieut. 
William H. Racey, U.S. V.; Major James B. Lockwood, 
U. 8. V., and Lieut.-Col, Henry E. Lord, U. 8. V. 
MIDSHIPMAN GEORGE SPARHAWK. 

The Navy Department received a letter Monday morning, 
July 24, from Commodore 8, B. Luce at Lisbon, Portugal, 
dated the 9th inst., stating that Midshipman George Spar- 
hawk was transferred July6th to the British Naval Hos- 
pital at Lisbon, with typhoid fever. He died on the 7th 
inst., and was buried on the 8th in the English burying 
ground. He was in the 26th year of his age and was a native 
of Massachusetts, from which State he was appointed to tho 
Naval Academy September 24, 1876. 

Joun Cuuncn Haminton, a son of Major-Gen. Alexander 
Hamilton, of imperishable fame, who was A. D. 0, to Gen. 
Washington, Inspector General of the Army, 1798, and first 
Secretary of the Treasury, died at Long Branch, N. J., July 
25, of debility, resulting from old age, he being in his 90th 
year. The deceased gentleman was graduated from Columbia 
College in New York in 1809, and during the war of 1812-15 
entered the army as a 3d lieutenant of the 1st U. 8. Infantry, 
March 11, 1814, served as A. D. C. to Major-Gen. Harrison, 
was promoted 2d lieutenant in April, and resigned June 11, 
1814. He did not then resume the practice of the law, but, 
having strong literary tastes, devoted himself to the study 
of history, with a view to writing his father’s life. Between 
1834 and 1848 he published the ‘‘Memoirs of the Life of 
Alexander Hamilton,” in two volumes, octavo, which brought 
Hamilton’s life down to the adoption of the Federal Consti- 
tution. —LTwo more volumes were expected, but did not ap- 
pear. In 1851 he published “The Works of Alexander Ham- 
ilton” in seven volumes, octavo, and in 1858 ‘‘A History of 
the Republic as Traced in the Writings of Alexander Hamil- 
ton,” two volumes, octavo. He also published an edition of 
“The Federalist,” with notes and comments, which was 
highly praised by the late Horace Greeley. Not quite two 
years ago Mr. Hamilton presented to New York the statue of 
Alexander Hamilton which stands upon a little knoll in Cen- 
tral Park near the Metropolitan Museum of Art, Mr. Ham- 
ilton married a daughter of John Cornelius Van den Heuvel, 
a wealthy merchant of New York. His wife died in 1872. 
Nine children survive him. The sons are Gen. Schuyler 
Hamilton, who served with distinction in the Mexican war 
and algo in the war of the rebellion ; Judge Chas. Hamilton, 
of the Supreme Court of Wisconsin; William G. Hamilton, 
the consulting engineer of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, and Alexander Hamilton, of Westchester County. 
One of his daughters married Major-Gen. Halleck, U. 8. A., 
and, after his death, Major-Gen. George W. Callum, U.S.A. 
Another is the wife of ex-Judge Charles A, Peabody. Three 
of his daughters—Oharlotte A., Adelaide, and Alice—are 
unmarried. The funeral services were held in Trinity 
Oburch, New York, July 27, and was attended by a very 
large number of surviving relatives and friends, including 
many distinguished persons. 

Mas. Past, wife of Gol. W. R. Fease, U. 8. A. (retired), 
died at Hartford, Conn., July 19. The deceased lady had 
been seriously ill for a long time, so that her death was not 
anexpeoted, although it has caused iutense sorrow to a host 
of sympathizing friends.

A despatch received at Whipple barracks, by carrier from 
Cheveliue Fork, dated July 19, says: The result of the battle 
with Indians July 17, is as foliows—Fourteen dead Indians 
have been found. The number wounded cannot be ascer- 
taincd. Twodead Indians have been recognized as rene- 
gade scouts. Six women and children were taken prisoners. 
Their provisions, blankets, camp outfit and a large amount 
of ammunition were also captured. Over 100 head of ani- 
mals were taken. Where the hostiles took stand there is a 
succession of very deep wooded gorges, with almost perpen- 
dicular walls. Toe character of the country permitted 
escape of a few Indians during the night. ‘The followiug are 
the casualties on our side: Private Lennon, 6th Cav., killed; 
—— Charles, scout, killed; Lieut. Converse, 3d Cav., wounded 
in the right eye, slight; Lieut, Morgan, $1 Cav., fracture of 
the left arm and a rib broken; Ist Sergt. Taylor, Co. D, 8d 
Cav., shot in right arm; Sergt. D. Cann, 7th Cav., shot in 
the neck; Private Foley, Co. K, 6th Cay., shot through the 
neck; Private Millice:, same troop, shot through right luog; 
Private Will, same troop, shot in the right breast—the last 
two dangerous. The Indians have split into small parties.

THE COMPULSORY RETIREMENT ACT. 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OPINION AS TO ITS MEANING. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
Wasuineton, July 26, 1882. } 
To the Secretary of War: 

Str: I have '~ due consideration to your communica- 
tion of the 15th July, asking whether the words ‘‘and no 
act now in force shall be so coustrued as to limit or restrict 
the retirement of officera as herein provided for,” con 
tained. in the proviso of the act of 30th June, 1882, 
which declares that an officer of the Army who has served 
forty years shall upon application to the President ‘be re- 
tired from active service and placed on the retired list,” and 
that an officer who has reached the age of sixty-four “ shall be 
retired from active service and placed on the retired list,” is 
without effect upon the act of 18th Juo-, 1878, which de- 
clares that ‘‘ the retired list shall hereafter be limited to four 
hundred in lieu of the number now fixed by law,” so that no 
matter what may be the number of the officers retired under 
the above-mentioned provision of the act of 30th of June, 
1882, retirements may continue to be made under the pre- 
existing laws regardless of that number until such retire- 
ments shall have reached the said limit of four bundred, or 
whether retirements made under the act of 30th of June, 
1882, although unrestricted by the said limit of the act of 
18th of June, 1878, must nevertheless always be included in 
the computation to ascertain whether the limit prescribed by 
the act last mentioned has been reached or not, and I am 
of opinion that in determining whether the limit of four 
hu resciibed by the act of 18th of June, 1878, has 
been reached or not the number of officers retired under the 
act of 30th of June, 1882, must always enter into the compu- 
tation, so that no retirement can validly be made under the 
laws anterior to the act of 30th June, 1882, if the aggregate 
of retirements under that act and the law preceding it shall 
at any time amount to four hundred. 

lt is to be remarked, in the first place, that there is but 
oue retired list for the Army, known tothe law. Accord- 
iogly, the act of 30th of June, 1882, declares that when an 
officer is withdrawn from active service under its provisions 
he shall be ‘‘ placed on the retired list,” meaning clearly the 
list already established by law. 

And when an officer is thus placed there it would seem that 
he can no more arded in reckoning the number on 
_ list than an officer put there by virtue of any previous

To hold that, whenever the number on the retired list has 
reached four hundred in consequence of retirements under 
the act of 30th June, 1882, such retirements may be disre- 
garded in reckoning the number on the list as to cases for 
retirement arising under other laws, would be nothing less 
than to hold that the act of June, 1882, had repealed the limit 
of the act of June, 1878, in all cases outside the former act 
where the list can be brought below the maximum by eli-

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AMERICAN INTERESTS IN EGYPT. 


Rear Apmrrat Nicnoison reports the state of affairs in 
Egypt, in a despatch from the U. 8.8. Lancaster, Alexandria, 
July 5: The riot on June 11, was he states, accidental, pro- 
gressed for nearly two hours before becuming alarming, and 
afterwards, as the news spread among the populace, it be- 
came fanatical, and all foreigners met on the street were as- 
saulted. Originally the dispute was between a Greek or 
Maltese and an Arab. The rioters were augmented by 
Bedouins, residing outside the walls, who rushed into town 
for plunder and pillage. This the authorities stopped as 
soon as possible by closing the city gates. Since the day of 
the riot a panic has existed among foreigners, and the exodus 
has been very great. At present the city has few residents 
besides its native population, and everything is quiet and 
orderly. 

On July ist, the Admiral called on the Governor, Omar 
Pacha, and stated that as America was at peace with his 
country, hedid not consider it proper that American naval 
Officers (in order to prevent insult or attack), should be 
obliged to visit the shore out of their uniform, and asked 
whether it would be safe for them to go there in their uni- 
form. He replied that he thought it was safe,‘ provided 
they came ashore in the day and did not visit the outskirts, 
But to make sure of it he would detail an officer of his 


guard to accompany us, and all officers from the fleet who 


might wish to land, which offer the Admiral accepted, and 
issued an order on the subject, viz: ‘‘ Officers who wish to 
visit Alexandria, will only do so between the hours of 10 a. 
m.and4p.m. They must wear the seryice frock coat, and 
land only at the Arsenal, where an officer of the Egyptian 
army will be detailed to accompany them. 

On the 3d, all the men-of-war in port, dressedship, Turk- 
ish flag at the main, from8a. m. till sunset—the flagship 
firing a salute of 21 guns at noon, in celebration of the birth 
day of the Sultan of Turkey. This was done at the request 
of Dervish Pacha. 

On the same day Admiral Nicholson notified the Egyptian 
authorities, and all nationalities represented ashore and 
afloat, that the next day being the National Anniversay of 
American Independence, he would dress ship from sunrise to 
sunset, and fire a salute of 21 guns at noon, and requested 
them to join with him on the occasion. This was done, and 
Admiral Nicholsonsays that never before in our country’s his- 
tory has so grand as well as beautiful a celebration been seen 
afloat. There were at least 40 ships of war, each beautifully 
dressed with flags, the American ensign at their main, while 
@ nations! salute was fired at noon, not only from the flag- 
ships present, but also from all the larger vessels, Egyptian, 
Turkish, English, French, Prussian, Austrian, German, 
Spanish, Italian, Dutch, and Greek national vessels, all par- 
ticipated, while most of the large merchant vessels were also 
dressed with flags. On shore the house occupied by the 
Egyptian Minister of Marine and their signal station were 
each gaily decorated. 

The admiral returned appropriate thanks. On the 4th 
the Admiral called on the Egyptian Vice-admiral on shore, 
and the visit was returned the same day. On the 5th Zul- 
ficar Pacha, the Governor, returned the Admiral’s call made 
on the ist, he havicg been appointed in the place of Omar 
Pacha, granted leave. 

Americans in Egypt as far as can be learned : Two mis- 
sionaries on board ship; one man from New Orleans on board 
ship; Judge Freeman, of mixed court, at Alexandria; OC. 

ng, acting con. agent, Alexandria; Gen. Stone om family) 
in service of the Khedive, at Cairo; Vice Consul Gen. Con- 
dons, at Cairo. There are a few refugees on board who are 
servants employed by the late Consular Agent Baron Mana- 
see, They are not Americans. Also one Belgian. 

The Con. Gen. of Sweden called on board the Lancaster 
to return thanks for the offer of refuge, which offer he will 
avail himself of in case of necessity, Sweden having no ves- 
sel in port. 

Admiral Nicholson has also forwarded to the Navy Depart- 
ment the reports and correspondence of Commander O. A. 
Batcheller, commanding the U. 8. 8. Galena, who was the 
senior officer of the U. 8. Naval force on the European sta- 
tiou, off Alexandria, prior to the admiral’s arrival. The 
course of Commander Batcheller has been approved by 
Rear Admiral Nicholson. The reports of Commander 
Batcheller give an account of affairs at Alexandria prior to 
the commencement of hostilities. 

On the 25th of June, the Galena in common with the men 
of war in the harbor dressed ship, and at noon fired a salute 
of 21 guns, the occasion being the anniversary of the acces- 
sion of His Highness the Khedive to the Vicu Regal Throne 

of Egypt. During the day his highness sent his master of 
ceremonies, in company with a military officer of his house- 
hold, to return thanks for the courtesy. 

Commander Batcheller gave an asylum to all Americar 
citizens who sought it, as well as to citizens of other coun- 
tries who had no vessels of war present—at least 250 in all 
up to June 23. The officers and men of the Galena did 
everything in their power to alleviate the sufferings cf these 
refugees, and Commander Bacheller expresses his admira- 
tion of the cheerful manner in which they sacrificed their 
own comfort at the call of humanity. 

Commander Batcheller, and Mr. Manasee, acting consular 
agent of the U. 8., entered into an agreement with the Mas- 
ter of the Italian vessel Domenico, by which the latter was 
to receive the refugees that were on the Galena.

THE CASE OF GEN. WARREN. 


Tue Secretary of War has now under consideration 
the case of Gen. G. K. Warren, and will submit his 
conclusions thereon to the President in a short time. 
Phe record in this case is more voluminous than in any 
similar case that ever came before the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice. It includes a full report of the testimony 
taken by the Court of Inquiry of which Brig.-Gen. 
Augur was president, and an elaborate legal review 
of the proceedings by Judge-Advocate-General Swaim. 
The court finds substantially that Gen. Sheridan was 
justified in relieving Gen. Warren of his command at 
the battle of Five Forks, and that he did not exceed his 
authority in so doing. In summing up the evidence in 
the case, the Judge-Advocate-General says that in his 
Opinion reasonable grounds existed justifying the state- 
ments contained in the reports of Gen. Grant and Gen. 
Sheridan affecting Gen. Warren, and that the act of 
Gen. Sheridan in relieving Gen. Warren from command, 
as he did, was the exercise of a discretion with which 
he was clothed, and that in so doing there is nothing to 
show that he was actuated by other than patriotic and 
ustifiable motives, It is understood that the Judge-

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THE CASE OF THE JEANNETTE. 


Mr. Wasxsury, of Minn., offered in the House on 
Tuesday a resolution directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to convene a Court of Inquiry to investigate the 
loss of the Jeannette. Mr. Washburn is desirous of 
getting a favorable report, as he thinks the condition of 
the Jeannette when she sailed was unfavorable, and 
was not properly managed. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Naval Committee, where it will be taken 
up and considered on Friday if a quorum can be ob- 
tained. The resolution is as follows: 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be requested to con- 
vene, a8 soon as practicable, a court of inquiry to investigate the 
circumstances of the loss in the Arctic Seas of the exploring 
steamer Jeannette ; and of the death of Lieut.-Comdr. Du Long 
and others ot her officers and men: including an inquiry into the 
conditicn of the vessel on her departure, her management up to 
the time of her destruction, the provision made and plans adopt- 
ed for the several bcats’ crews upon their leaving the wreck, the 
efforts made by the various officers to insure the safety of the 
parties under their immediate charge, and for the relief of the 
other parties; and into the general conduct and merits of each 
and all the officers and men of the ill-fated expedition; and to 
submit the finding of such court of inquiry to Congress. 


ated Press, July 26, says: 


Dr. D. F. Collins, of this city, brother of Jerome J. Collins, who 
lost his life with Lieut. De Long, commander of the Jeannette, 
was interviewed to-day regarding his letter to Representative 
Washburn and his reasons for asking an investigation by Con- 
gress. Dr. Collins went to New York, met Lieut. Danenhower 
on his arrival there, and had several extended private conversa- 
tions with him and with Dr. Newcomb, and his cLarges are based 
on these interviews. Dr. Collins charges that after the Melville- 
Danenhower party reached a place of safety Danenhower asked 
permission to search for De Long and his party, but that Melville 
refused and ordered Danenhower south, saying he would make 
the search himself ; that Melville soon after went south himself 
without making a thorough search, and remained south until he 
received instructions from Washiogton to return north; and Dr. 
Collins alleges that all the circumstances since developed show 
that had Melville made an energetic search at the beginning, or 
permitted Dananhower to do so, De Long and his party weuld 
have been saved. Dr. Collins also alleges that the jealousy which 
existed among the officers of the expedition was such as to make 
failure a certainty from the start; that entering the ice pack was 
an inexcusable bluader: that in the retreat inferior boats and in- 
struments were taken and better ones left on board. He also 
alleges that the provisions with which the Jeannette was fitted 
out were inferior in quality and insufficint in quantity. 
Dr. Collins concludes: “ Danenhower is anxious for an investi- 
gation, and will have strong evidence to present. He expressed 
to me a willingness to tell the whole story to an investigating 
board, but will otherwise keep aclose mouth. Dr. Newcomb is 
also ready forit. In my opinion, ifan investigation is made, it 
will demonstrate beyond doubt theé De Lang’s party might have 
been saved.” 


The Senate Naval Committee on Wednesday consid- 
ered the question of removing the remains of Lieut.- 
Comdr. De Long and party irom their present resting 
place to the United States, and after some little discus- 
sion decided to refer the following amendment to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, which is now in the 
hands of the Senate Appropriation Committee : 


To defray the expenses of removing and transporting to the 
United States from their present place of burial the remains of 
Lieut.-Comdr. Gecrge W. De Long, U. 8S. Navy, and his compan- 
ions, eleven in all, and for their proper burial within the United 
States, $25,000, to be expended under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 


If this is passed, as no doubt it will be, it is contem- 
plated by the naval authorities to urge that the bodies of 
the eleven sufferers be interred together and that a 
monument be erected to commemorate the memory of 
the deceased. This will depend, of course, entirely 
upon the will of their families.

A pumber of candidates studying here for admission into 
the Naval Academy as cadet engineers have given up all 
hopes of future success in this line and have gone to their 
homes to reek other employments. 

Private letters received here from parties who are cruising 
on the Unied States vessels Constell :tion and Dale, forming 
a part of the practice squadron of the Naval Academy Cadets, 
state that the cruise of those vessels since leaving Hampton 
Roads, neariy a month ago, has been attended with other than 
pleasant reminiscences. Both vessels left Hampton Roads 
with most favorable weather, and started for sea under fair 
auspices; ‘‘ but,” says the writer, ‘it did not require avy 
length of time to become acquainted with the fact that 
neither vessel is suitable for cruising purposes because of 
their unseaworthiness. 

**The Wale, particularly, is unfit for sea, as has been 
proved in the present cruise, and it would be difficult after 
the experience of the past month to find a single person on 
board to doubt the assertion. The Constellation, I am told, 
is not much better suited for the purposes of sea service, 
although a much larger vessel, notwithstanding she is an 
excellent inland cruiser.” The balance of the correspond- 
ence is given in the correspondent’s own words. ‘I bave 
made in all ten cruises ia my time; have crossed the 
turbulent waters and scanned the high seas of the ocean in 
all its fury, but these are only a slight reminder of the 
present cruise. The sea rolling on an average height of 
nearly forty feet for several days is fearful to contemplate 
in the midst of black waters, far away from home, when the 
thoughts of kindred are emblazoned in memory dear ; and 
sea sickness is not an uncommon ailment on board, indeed 
only a few of the ‘‘old salts” are exempted from this un- 
pleasant feeling. To hear the pitying cries of the less ex- 
perience] is heartrending. 

Some of the young men on board ars extremely ill from sea 
sickness, and at one time it was thought one would die, as he 
had not eaten any for 20days. The medical men have an 
abundance of work on hand, in relieving the sick as far as 
they can. 

‘*A heavy rain and wind storm visited the ship about the 
4th of July, and continued for ten days with unremitting 
fury. You can imagine the effect when our position, sur- 
rounded entirely by water, without a sight of land before 
us, with the tempestuous waves facing us on either side, as 
though they intended to swallow us—is made known. Other 
heavy seas were encountered during the impending storm, 
but not as furious as that which visited us earlier in the 
cruise, and it was the blessiog of a kind Providence that 
we were allowed to reach Tompkinsville in safety.” 

Another writes that one of the cadets was very badly in- 
jured by falling from the rigging while adjusting some of 
the ropes on the vessel, and that two of the seamen on the 
Dale were swept overboard during the storm, but were res- 
cued. There was also slight damage done by the storm to 
the rudder of the Constellation, which it 1s said will be re- 
paired at New York. The damage necessitated the towing cf 
the Constellation in port. Some of the cadets on the cruise 
are represented as saying that they wiil resign rather than 
have to experience another cruise like the present one.

THE IROQUOIS AT MARE ISLAND. 


Mane Isianp, Cat, July 15. 

Tur Iroquois has been anchored some time off San Fran- 
cisco endeavoring to complete her crew. As it was found 
that there was little prospect of getting the necessary sea- 
men, the ship was ordered to Panama, there to receive the 
balance of her crew. As coal and provisions had to be 
gotten from the Navy-yard at Mare Island,abouttwent Wo 
miles distant, it was expected that they would be sent dow .: 
to the ship by the Navy-yard tug or lighters, but after con- 
siderable delay the commander of the Iroquois was notified 
that it would be necessary for the ship to come to Mare 
Island. 

As a consequence the ship weighed anchor and started on 
the afternoon of the 13th for the Navy-yard, the piloting 
being done by the officers. When less than half way the 
engiues stopped, and would not move ahead. It was found 
afterwards that this was caused by some nuts in the steam 
chest dropping off, which caused a disarrangement of the 
valves and a bending of the lockshaft. 

The ship was put under sail, and at nightfall anchored in 
the middle of San Pablo bay, with plenty of water around. 
be whole night was spent in attempting to repair the 
engines with the resources on board ship. As this was found 
impracticable, the next morning before noon the ship was 
gotten underway under sail alone and stood up the bay aud 
up More island creek, hugging the weather shore and giving 
the denizens of Mare Island and Vellejo the fine and un- 
usual sight of a steamer under sail alone coming along their 
water front. The ship rounded to (the flood running) and 
anchored directly opposite the centre of the yard, near the 
middle mooring buoy. 

Unfortunately, the Navy-yard once independent has for 
some reason become dependent upon the local companies of 
Vallejo for the supply of gas and water, and the pipes bring- 
ing them across are laid across the channel near the middie 
buoy, though this is not shown on the chart. The anchor of 
the Iroquois fouled the gas pipes, breaking the connections, 
and threatened to cut off the supply of gas, but fortunately 





the repairs were made in time. 
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Tt seems singular that notwithstanding the precarious con- 

dition of the gas eupply of this yard, that an appropriation 

of $6,500 should be asked from reas to remove the gas 
works now existing, but not now at this Navy-yard. 

-It gives great pleasure to announce that the Jrogeois did 
not touch the bottom at any time, Vallejo and San F'rancieco 
papers to the contrary notwithstanding. 

[This letter corrects the statements published in the local 
papers, among others the following in the Vallejo Ohroniolé 
of July 15 :] 


The Zroguois, in her trip up to Mare Island, met with a remark- 
able number of mishaps. She run aground in open daylight off 
Pinole point. When she slid off by the rise of the tide, her 
engines were found to be out of order and she had to make the 
rest of the way under sail; she barely missed another grounding 
at @ point just above the magazine, and being unable to wake the 
anchor buoys, let go her anchor and dragging it, broke the gas 
pipes connecting the Vallejo works with Mare Island, Why 80 
small a vessel could not be brought up to the anchorage buoys, 
it is difficult to answer by any other reason than the inability of 
the officer of the deck to properly handle the vessel. It was 
certaialy a very poor exhibition of seamanebip, In the contrast 
between the management of naval vessels and merchant ships, 
there is growing up a genera) belief that tue modern training of 
our naval officers is more theoretical than practical. A merchant 
ship, though it may be of heavy tonnage with but twenty or 
thirty men as crew, is handled with ease, brought alongside of a 
wharf without trouble, or comes gracefully to au anch ins 
crowded harbor, wt any berth her captain may select, without 
runving into other vessels or having any accident. Now, why 
should not a man-of-war, with the advantage of a much Damm | 
number of men, be able to do equally as well? The old sailor 
officers of the Navy were famous for their skill in handling 
vessels. There were no better seamen sfivat in any service, naval 
or mercantile. Why and how is i: that there has been such de- 
terioration? If the Naval Academy is responsible for this want 
of seamauship, it bad better be abolished and a return be had to 
the old system. The officers might not pass so good an examina- 
tion in the exact sciences, but they would be much safer persons 
to entrust with the deck and they could bring a sbipintos 
harbor without accident or making an unpleasant exhibition.

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Rear Apmirat J. W. A. Nionorson forwarded to 
the Secretary of the Navy from Alexandria, Egypt, 
under date of June 30, correspondence between Com- 
mander Batcheller, of the Galena, and himself relative 
to affairs in that quarter. The Admiral says that since 
his arrival he has given refuge, not only to Americans, 
but to all persons of any nationality asking protection, 
whose country has no vessel of warin port. He fur- 
ther says there are probably not more than six Ameri- 
cansin Egypt, and of those the majority hold office. 
He expected to remain on the flagship at Alexandria, 
while need for so doing exists, and to disperse the 
squadron as soon as it could be done without prejudice 
to American interests. Business was at a standstill, 
more than 20,000 persons having left the country. The 
shops were closed. At first the feeling of dislike was 
directed against the English and French alone, but 
hatred of all Christians is now aroused. No one could 
visit the shore in uniform, and few cared to do so in 
citizens’ dress. The Admiral approved the course of 
Commander Batcheller while senior officer present.

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THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 

We have already in the Journat of July 15, ex- 
pressed our approval of the recent General Order 
which abolishes the Department of West Point of, to 
say the least, doubtful legality, and restores the Military 
Academy to the direct control of the Secretary of War, 
with a Colonel of the line as Superintendent. 
Originally, when the Military Academy was organ- 
ized, Colonel Jonathan Williams, Chief of Engineers, 
resided at West Point, and performed the dual func- 
tions of Superintendent and Inspector. When he had 
to remove to Washington a Superintendent was detailed 
from the Engineer Corps, the chief continuing his duty 
as Inspector. Such was the method for many years. 
In 1866, however, by act of Congress, the charge of the 
Academy was vested in the War Department, and 
practically withdrawn from the Engineer Corps. Col. 
Pitcher, of the Infantry arm, was detailed as Super- 
intentent, and Col. Schriver, of the Inspector General’s 
Department, was detailed, according to his brevet of 
Major General, as Inspector in the War Department, 
and continued on that duty for several years. In Feb- 
uary, 1877, under Secretary of War Cameron’s regime, 
new regulations were issued for the Academy, constitu- 
ting it and the post of West Point, a separate geograph- 
ical Department, to report to the General of the Army. 
The law, however, vested the cha-ge of the Academy 
in the War Department. So, in order to comply tech- 
nically with its provisions, the new regulations (pub- 
lished in G. O. 15 of March 2, 1877, from the Head- 
quarters of the Army) prescribed that ‘‘ the General-in- 
Chief, under the War Department, shall have charge 
and Supervision of the Academy.” 





This regulation, it will be noticed, did not place the 


Academy under the General by virtue of his position 
as General commanding the Army, but simply made 
him inspector under the War Department and devolved 
upon him ail the duties in connection with the institu- 
tion, theretofore performed by the successive Chiefs of 
Engineers and by Bvt. Major Gen. Schriver. 

It seems to have been a matter of common agree- 
ment, that an intermediate Military Depurtment-organ- 
ization at West Point was illegal, and the Board of Visit- 
ors of 1881 came to this conclusion. The post of West 
Point is fixed by law, and under the Statutes is com- 
manded by the Superintendent of the Military Academy 
which has the same geographical limits. It goes without 
saying, therefore, that a fixed military post cannot be a 
military department. 

The advantages of the recent orders are, as we have 
already said, apparent, and we reiterate the hope that, 
under the new state of things—or old, if thought best so 
to refer to it--the Military Academy may go forward in 
its useful and honorable career which, let the cavil- 
lers say what they will, has always reflected so much 
honor upon the country. 

The Military Academy should be left to stand upon 
its own merits as a school for the instruction of our 
novitiate officers. The more it is devoted to quiet and 
seclusion the better for it. And this we are convinced 
is the sentiment of those most interested in its well 
bein. The position of superintendent should not be 
made the stepping stone to promotion either in the 
military or the political hierarchy. The example which 
our prospective officers most of all need is that of 
quiet devotion to duty without reference to notoriety or 
expectation of reward. 

If the superintendent will use the authority given him 
to build up the institution placed under his fostering 
care and to make the most, mentally, morally and physi 
cally, of the young men committed to his charge, he 
will find full occupation, and will have little leisure left 
to create influence at Washington or to win the ap« 
plause of the outside world. What such an institution 
needs is what it is hard to find—the zeal of a Loyola; 


the devotion of a Francisco de Xavier.

CONGRESSIONAL ACCURACY. 


Tue gentlemen who distinguished themselves during 
the war as Assistant Secretaries of the War and Navy 
Departments must, as they read a recent speech by 
Mr. Atkins in the House of Representatives, exclaim 
with Rip Van Winkle: ‘‘Are we, then, so soon for- 
gotten?” Criticising the conference report on the 
Legislative, etc., appropriation bill, Mr. Atkins said: 
“Tt has created some new officers. For instance, it 
has created the office of Assistant Secretary of War 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Now, we have 
gotten along for this one hundred years past without 
these officers, and I believe we can get along some 
time longer without them. We went through one of 
the most gigantic wars of modern times, one of the 
most tremendous that has shocked the face of the 
earth, and yet we had no Assistant Secretary of War 
or Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and did not feel 
the want of them. Ido not myself believe that it is 
necessary to have them now. Therefore I object to 
the creation of these new officers.” Has Mr. Atkins, 
then, never heard of Thomas A. Scott, the great railroad 
president, and once Assistant Secretary of War? Has 
he never heard of Chas. A. Dana, Assistant Secretary 
of War in 1863-4, and Mr. Watson, who also held that 
office? Has he never heard of Gustavus VY. Fox, 
whose able administration of his office of Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy was so intimately associated 
with that of Secretary Welles? Alas that it should 
always be thus, for even in the earlier days ‘‘ there 
arose another king who knew not Joseph.” 

Mr. Cannon, who followed Mr. Atkins, in spite of his 
name did not appear to know any more of the military 
history of the last twenty years. Though he defended 
the bill he found himself compelled to admit that “it 
is true those officers have never been provided for be- 
fore.” This frank admission recalls the story of the 
politician who bet another that he could not say the 
Lord’s prayer, and when he commenced ‘“ Now I lay 
me down to sleep,” handed over the money without 
further question. We would respectfully commend to 
the attention of these members of Congress section 1 of 
the act of August 3, 1861, authorizing the appointment 
of “‘an officer in the War Department to be called the 
Assistant Secretary of War,” whose salary shall be 
$3,000 per annum. Also, the act of January 22, 1862, 
authorizing the appointment for one year of ‘‘two ad- 
ditional Assistant Secretaries of War,” with the same 
salary; the acts of Jan. 19, 1864, and Feb. 20, 1865, each 
extending the office for one year of the second assistant 
secretary, and the act of March 2, 1865, increasing the 
salary of the assistant secretaries to $3,500. From 
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these it appears that not only is it not true that ‘‘ we 
went through one of the most gigantic wars, etc., with 
no Assistant Secretary of War or Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy,” but that we had at one time three assistant 
secretaries in the War Department and one in the Navy 
Department. And this isa specimen of the accuracy 
of statement which too often influences legislation. 








THE NAVAL PRIZE ESSAY. 


Tue subject of the Prize Essay for the current year 
was evidently one which lies close to the hearts of naval 
Officers, for there were eleven competitors: the essays 
that are published bear a striking resemblance to each 
other and show a remarkable unanimity of opinion 
among the authors. Upon such a subject, it is not sur- 
prising that the general groundwork of statistics, etc., 
should be the same, but it does seem somewhat pecu- 
liar that the advocates of free ships should have made 
such a clean sweep, leaving those who advocated subsi- 
dies (for there must surely have been some who took 
that ground) so far in the rear that not one of them is 
mentioned. Hither the arguments of these latter must 
have been very poor or else very badly put; and so far 
as the Naval Institute is concerned, it would seem that 
its influence is decidedly upon the free traders side of 
the question. We think that as a matter of curiosity it 
might be well to publish something on the other side, 
to let others beside the judges have the privilege of 
seeing the arguments of the protectionists. 

The prize ezsayist, Lieutenant Kelley, had already 
appeared as the champion of free ships, and we must 
congratulate him upon the masterly skill with which 
he presented his arguments and arrayed his facts; do- 
ing these in a way which caused him to receive the 
commendation of such men as Ex-Secretary Fish, Mr. 
A. A. Low and Mr. John D. Jones, than whom no 
better judges could have been selected to pass upon this 
subject. Liet:tenant Kelley, from whose essay we at 
the time made full extracts, ascribes the decline of our 
merchant marine to one or more of the following causes: 
1. Substitution of steam for sails; 2. Use of iron in- 
stead of wood for ship building; 3. Non-subsidizing of 
American lines; 4. Navigation Laws, and 5. Special 
Government and State restrictions. 

And tee means to be taken for its revival he formu- 
lates as follows: ‘‘1. The admission to American regis- 
ter of all ships over 3,000 tons, subject to the same 
laws regarding owncrship that now prevail; 2. The ad- 
mission of all matcrials to be used in the construction 
and repair of vessels of over 3,000 tons duty free; 3, 
The adoption of new tonnage measurements; 4. Ex- 
emption from taxation, local and national, on all vessels 
enguged in the foreign trade for more than eight months 
of the year; 5. Permission for all American vessels in 
the foreign trade to take their stores and ship chandlery 
out of bond duty free; 6. A general revision of the 
laws relating to the consular service.” 

As Mr. Kelley justly says: ‘‘ The demands as formu- 
lated are moderate, and fairly represent the juste milieu, 
the golden mean, that has been attained »y concession 
throug: the belief that anything non-radical would not, 
under our governmental theory of taxation, and with 
the existing condition of the industries themselves, be 
justifiable.” 

Here perhaps may be found the key to the success of 
this essay, for there is nothing that could shock a 
reasoning and reasonable protectionist, while the free 
trader would feel that a great stride had been taken by 
the adoption of even so much of his favorite doctrines. 


The essay closes as follows : 


In free ships with the co-ordinate measures of relief is the only 
solution of the problem submitted for discussion and proof. As 
yet the popular voice is not hoarse from singing anthems in 
favor of the policy, andin high places there is much contem 
tuous denial of its claime; but an active and able minority 
believes that the cause is just and worthy of fighting for,and that 
in the end success is certain to come, Sketching the repeal of 
the corn laws, Buckle writes: “Those who knew the facta 
opposed the laws ; those who were ignorant of the facts tavored 
the laws. It was therefore clear that whenever the diffusion of 
knowledge reached a cerfain point the laws must fall... . The 
opposition the reformers had to enconnter was immense, and 
although the principles of free trade had been established for 
nearly «a century by a chain of arguments as solid as those on 
which the truth of mathematics is based, they were to the last 
moment strenuously resisted.’ 

This instinct for our country’s good through that larger free- 
dom and more equal justice for ali men which vivifles this ques- 
tion, has had just such a past, and is finding just such a present ; 
but to those who watch, there are not wanting signs and portents 
of an equal triumph for its future, 


There can be no doubt, even among those who do not 
agree with him, that Lieut. Kelley speaks with no un- 
certain voice the truth that is in him, and in which he 
evidently firmly believes. 

The other essays, honorably mentioned, are by Master 
Calkins, Lieut. Wainwright, and Lieut.-Commander 
Chadwick ; while Ensign David comes in as one of 
those who were especially commended by Mr. Jones, 
and whose essays he requested to have published. It 
must be gratifying to the members of the Institute that 
s0 much interest has been shown in this matter, ang we 


trust that the healthy growth of which the Treasurer 
speaks in his annual report may continue, and that, as 
he says, “‘ the Navy and the Institute shall live and last 
together.” 








AN ENGLISH OPINION. 


The Euglish professional papers of July 15 are largely 

occupied with reports of and comments on the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria. As was to be expected, the 
British lion in most cases purrs complacently over the 
destruction of Egyptian Jives and property. The Army 
and Navy Gazette alone has the manliness and courage 
to present the true view of the case, which is substan- 
tially that given in the ARmy anp Navy-Journat of 
the same date, July 15. Our esteemed contemporary, 
whom we have summered and wintered this many a 
year, and whom we shall henceforth hold in still higher 
regard, says: ‘The moral, however, as enforced by 
the ruin and bloodshed which have fallen upon Alex- 
andria, is no new one, and th2 cause for wonder is that 
Government appear to have simply shut their eyes to it. 
Surely the destruction of the principal buildings in 
Paris by the rabble of the Commune might have shown 
them the danger, nay, even the absolute certainty, of a 
frightful destruction of property and life by the fanati- 
cal mob of Alexandria, if the bombardment were to be 
undertaken without the Admiral being in a position to 
land troops to protect the European quarter, and to 
repress riots. To open fire before such means were 
available, was to doom the remaining Christian popula- 
tion, estimated at four or five thousand, to massacre, 
and the immense and most valuable property of the 
merchants and better-class Europeans who had fied, to 
destruction. Action should have been taken on June 
11, when our fleet looked quietly on while English 
merchant sailors and Consuls were killed or beaten, and 
then without the slightest reason attacks on July 11, be- 
fore a soldier or marine had arrived to enable a landing 
in force to be effected. After so long a delay, a further 
grace of a week or ten days would have been imma- 
terial. _ After enduring insult after insult for 
so long a period, there could not be any good reason for 
oombarding the place, without having troops immedi- 
ately handy to effect a landing, and act as circumstances 
should point out was necessary, either to disperse 
Arabi’s soldiers, or to protect the lives of those 
Europeans who remained on shore. 
This stain on our national honor can never be ‘wiped 
out. No explanation cau do away with the fact that, 
for want of ordinary foresight and precaution, we are 
morally responsible for the deaths of those hundreds of 
Europeans left in Alexandria. Some few banded to- 
gether and saved their lives by fighting desperately all 
night, but they could not help those poor unfortunates 
whose cries of agony and despair they were forced to 
listen to. Fearful, indeed, must have been the scenes 
enacted, even allowing for some exaggeration in the 
reports received. The do-nothing policy has at last 
irretrievably disgraced itself and our flig. Sir Beau- 
champ Seymour should never have bombarded the forts, 
unless he had made arrangements to land a sufficient 
force to protect the town when evacuated; and we be- 
lieve that throughout the country—aye, throughout the 
civilized world—it was never thought that the bom- 
bardmént would take place without a landing in force, 
even if only for ‘police measures.’ Our arms and 
honor are sullied by this ‘ masterly inactivity’ (?), and 
we regret that the blame, even if indirect, should be 
coupled with the name of England’s navy.”

NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
By a vote of 34 to 29 the Senute on Thursday refused 


P-!to adopt the resolution offered by Mr. Cameron to re- 


commit the Naval Appropriation bill to the Committee 
on Appropriations with instructicns to strike out the 
new legislation which so completely transforms the 
Navy. This vote cannot, however, be regarded as a 
test of. the Senate’s opinion on the merits of the bill 
itself. It has simply decided in favor of the Committee 
on Appropriations a contest which arose between that 
committee an d the Naval Committee. 

The tax bill was successfully antagonized on W edaes- 
Bey by the Naval bill. It was so generally understood 
that the Naval bill would be called up on Wednesday, 
whether the tax bill passed or not the day before, that 
the galleries were well filled with naval officers and 
their friends. The interest displayed in this bill has 
been far greater than that shown in the Army bill. Its 
provisions vitally affect the interests of many naval 
Officers who are in Washington, and it has been the one 
subject of comment among them. Senator Hale, who 
had the bill in charge, knew that Senator Cameron 
would offer a resolution which would if adopted com- 
pletely upset the calculations of the friends of the 
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measure. He, therefore, begged the Senate to give the 
bill as it stood a full discussion. The resolution 
which Senator Cameron had, and which he held 
in his hand all the time Mr. Hale was 
speaking was, we have said, one to recommit the bill to 
the committee, with instructions to strip it of all new 
legislation. By this parliamentary device he hoped to 
accomplish at one stroke what it might take days of 
discussion to do. The Naval Committee are not at all 
pleased that the Appropriation Committee should 
have reported a bill making such radical changes 
without even having consulted them. Congress- 
ional committees are very jealous of their prerogatives, 
and the interference with those of the Naval Commit- 
tee by the Committeee on Appropriations gave acharacter 
tothe debate, which for two days concerned itself 
with almost everything but the merits of the bill itself. 
The discussion was confined to the members of the 
two committees, and the contest assumed much the 
character of a contest for precedence between them. 

Mr. Rollins took the lead for the Naval Committee, 
as Mr. Cameron is not a ready speaker. Secretary 
Chandler was in the Senate both days an interested 
listener. Mr. Rollins contended that the Appropriation 
Committee should simply have reported the appropria- 
tion, and condemned the vicious policy of incorporating 
legislation into appropriation bills. He insisted that 
if there was to be any legislation affecting the Navy, it 
should come from the Naval Committee, and he resented 
the slight put upon that committee by the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations in usurping its func- 
tions. Mr. Beck vigorously defended the Ap- 
propriation Committee, and he was followed by Mr. 
Logan, who made a very powerful speech. He in- 
sisted that the action of the Appropriation Committee 
was right, and he touched incidentally upon some of 
the features of the bill. He urged that the Navy was 
top-heavy, and insisted that it was absolutely necessary 
in order to prevent the Navy from becoming demoral- 
ized, to make the changes proposed by the bill. This 
line of debate was followed al! through the day, Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Bayard favored the Cameron resulution, and he 
said that there had not been a man at the head of the 
Navy Department for fifteen years who was competent 
to give Congress information respecting what was needed 
for the reorganization of the Navy. 

Mr. Sherman and Mr. Jones, of Florida, also favored 
the Cameron resolution, and Gen. Hawley made a very 
vigorous speech in its favor, going so far as to say that 
the changes that were proposed were not proposed im 
the right way. Mr. Hewley said we needed a new 
Navy and a complete reorganization of the Navy, but 
he favored the appointment of a commission to report 
what that ought to be. It will be seen during these two 
days the debate was one of no special value to the bill, 
and of little interest to those who are affected. 

On Friday, the Senate, after spending severa) hours 
in debate on the rules, came to the consideration of the 
merits of the Naval bill. The amendment of the Ap- 
propriation Committee relating to the surgeons’ list was 
struck out, and the House provision, making the active 
list of that corps consist of 50 surgeons and 90 assistant 
and passed assistant surgeons, was adhered to, as was 
also the amendment to repeal act of August 15, 1876, 
relating to promotion of commodores on retired list- 
Some time was occupied in discussion on Senate amend- 
ment, making this reduction apply to all grades of line 
officers, but the proviso was finally stricken out and the 
House clause amended, so as to provide that the list of 
lieutenants shall not be below a total of 225, and wag 
adopted. 

The following amendments, offered hy Mr. Hale, 
were adopted on Wednesday: ‘‘ Provided, however, 
that this suspension of promotions to any grade shall 
not continue, but promotion thereto to fill all vacancies 
shall be resumed after said grade has been reduced to 
the limits herein provided, namely, for captains, forty- 
eight, for commanders, eighty-two, for lieutenant com- 
manders, seventy, for lieutenants, two hundred and 
fifty, for masters, seventy-tive. for ensigns, seventy- 
five.” In line 276, after the word “‘ only,” to strike out 
the word ‘‘ one-third” and insert “one half;” so as to 
read: ‘‘That hereafter only one-half of the vacancies 
which may happen ia the grades of line officers in the 
Navy below that of commodore and above that of mid-~ 
shipman shal! be filled by promotion,

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RETIRED OFFICERS OF THE NAVY. 


Two lists of retired officers of the Navy have been 
sent to the Senate. One, which appears in the Con- 
gressional Record of July 221, gives present rank, rank 
when retired, date of retirement, pay when retired and 
at present. The other list from which we quoted gives 
all of these particulars except the date of retirement. 
But the two lists do not agree. For example, Rear- 
Admiral T. P. Greene’s pay when retired is given in one 
list as $3,750 and his present pay $4,500; in the other 
lists the amounts are given as $2,500 and $3,750. The 
admiral was promoted by act of Congress passed in 1876 
and commissioned Rear-Admiral (retired) from May 24, 
1862, the act expressly stating that no increase of pay 
should follow promotion; nor has Admiral Greene re- 
ceived any increase of pay, as we are informed, though 
we understand that he origiuvally received 50 per cent. 
of the highest pay of his grade, and now receives 75 per 
cent. of the sea-pay of the grade in which retired. We 
gave last week the names of the officers of the Navy 
whose rank or pay has been increased since retirement. 
The following is a list of the staff officers thus favored:

It will no dcubt be a long time hefore all these claims 
can be adjudicated by Treasury officials, as there are 
many different phases to them whioh will require con- 
siderable attention in order to pass upon all the dif- 
ferent law questions involved.

On the 31st of July Capt. John Ericsson completes 
the seventy-ninth year of his age. He has the good 
fortune to carry the years which have been added to 
his prescribed three score and ten without that labor 
and heaviness which are supposed to accompany them ; 
and, sv far from the grasshopper being a burden to him, 
he follows the accustomed routine of his daily labor 
with hearty enjoyment. He is, in short, in splendid 
mental and physical condition. This excellent state of 
preservation is no doubt to be attributed to temperate 
and frugal living, accompanied by regular habits of 
work. It may encourage others to know that the habits 
of life which have stood Capt. Ericsson in such good 
stead were not adopted until he was well on in middle 
life, and if some of the young men will even now give 
up irregular habits, though we cannot undertake to 
promise that they will have the exceptional ability and 
capacity for work which Capt. Ericsson displays, we 
can assure them that they will greatly improve their 
prospects of health and of a vigorous old age, and will 
contribute much to their own enjoyment and that of 
their friends while waiting for it. 

Few men have accomplished as much as Capt. Erics.- 
son has during a lifetime which covers the whole era of 
modern naval progress, with which his own nume and 
reputation are so intimately identified, and as he has 
by no means abandoned labor we may yet have further 
report to make of new suggestions from him in the de- 
partment of mechanical invention and engineering 
achievement. His life is spent, as it has been many 
years, in a comfortable old-fashioned house in Beach 
street, New York, which is at once his home and his 
workshop. Though it is situated in the very heart of 
crowded New York, directly opposite the down town 
freight depot of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad, its occupant finds no occasion to sum- 
mer at watering places to recruit his exhausted ener- 
gies, and follows his routine of labor without intermis- 
sion for 365 days in the year. 











Srnog the decision in the Babbitt case by the Court of 
Claims that court has had no similar case under con- 
sideration. The court in the Babbitt case merely de- 
cided that a cadet was neither an officer nor an enlisted 
man, under the act of Juse 18, 1878. The court was 
not called upon to decide whether or no he was in the 
military service. Here was a point overlooked; had 
this been authoritatively passed upon it would have 
had a bearing on the main question, viz: when does 
service looking toward longevity pay begin? The case 
of Lieut. Patrick Fitzpatrick is altogether an anomaly. 
He was commissioned, it is presumed, as physically 
qualified to perform the duties of an officer, and after- 
ward retired for ‘* disability incurred while in the line 


of duty,” this disability obtaining before he was 


commissioned. It is understood that Lieut. Fitzpatrick 
is claiming longevity pay under the appropriation act of 


February, 1881, as well as 1882, ‘‘computing officer 


pay for length of service, based on actual time of 


service in the Army.”

RECENT ARMY LEGISLATION. 


Zo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

AFTER a Very commendable effort by the friends of 
compulsory retirement at sixty-two years of age, and 
the earnest desire of the people, as expressed quite 
generally through their Representatives, to infuse into 
the Army a little young blood, and the wish of the 
Army itself as shown by the monster petition with more 
than fifteen hundred signatures, all has been rendered 
futile by the wire pulling of a few. 

The members of Congress seem to act also on this 
hypothesis, for the members, except those coming from 
the most distant, sparsely populated and inaccessible 
portions of our common country very rarely have an 
opportunity of seeing the men who are doing the work. 
Hence they judge the whole Army by those who are in 
Woushington and the vicirity, whose duties are purely 
administrative, who never make marches, who never 
camp out, who never scout after hostile Indians, and 
from whom no great amount of physical power is re- 
quired. They are as good at sixty-four, perhaps, for 
their peculiar functions as they have been ten years 
previous, but in the line something more is needed. 

We must have youth and youthful energy to com- 
mandour young Army. For be it remembered the men 
are enlisted between the ages of twenty-one and thirty- 
five. Between these ages the average man is in the 
possession of nis maximum physical power. He then 
enjoys greater immunity from disease, he can withstand 
a greater amount of fatigue, ard returns far more readily 
to his normal condition after any excessive demands 
upon his system than at any otherage. Hence the laws 
which keep old, worn out, decrepid officers in command 
of these young men is pernicious, and should be 
amended or abolished altogether. 

The line feels this defeat keenly. It was working 
for a measure which is vital to the efficiency of the 
Army, and against an evil which becomes preater with 
every passing month. Tothink that the line has any 
notion of letting the matter rest where it now stands is 
absurd. Nothing more can be accomplished this ses- 
sion, but wext winter, or next year, it will come to 
the front with increased demands, but for itself 
alone. Instead of retirement at sixty-four or sixty-two 
years, the line will insist that the age shall be fixed at 
sixty years for all above the rank ot lieutenant-colonel ; 
fifty-five for licutenant colonels, and fifty years for 
majors, with the addition that any officer who has held 
his rank in one grade for fifteen years, must be promo 
ted or be retire. 

it is only vy a graded retired list that the Army can 
be kept up to an efficient standard. The leading 
generals of the Army favor this. None know better 
than they what is required of our small Army. They 
know that it has almost as much to do as would be re- 
quired of a force four times as numerous in any other 
country, and therefore most essential that the highest 
efficiency should exist in every branch and department. 
With superannuation and decay on thetopmost branch- 
es, how can health and vigor be found atthe root. If 
the head can scarcely move, how can the tail be expeet- 
ed to lash about vigorously. The friends of compulsory 
retirement and a graded list have advocated the meas- 
ures solely on their merits and the imperative demands 
of the service. They are slightly discouraged, but the 
discouragement is only momentary and will soon dis- 
appear, and inspired by the urgent necessity of a change, 
for the evils complained of are growing daily worse, 
they will make greater cfforts than have been put 
forth heretofore, and in another year Congress will see 
that what the line of the Army asks is for the public 
good, and will not permit the required legislation to 
fail at the last moment. 

The recent law is valueless if the object really was 
to increase the efficiency of the Army. It only adds 
another iroperative law to the long list already on the 
stutute books. We now have alaw allowing officers to re- 
tire upon their own application after thirty years’ service. 
This is almost a dead letter, because the retired list is 
limited to four hundr2d. We have another law permit- 
ting officers to retire after forty years’ service, on their 
Own application. We have one also giving the Presi- 
dent the power to retire officers after forty-five years’ 
eervice, or upon reaching sixty-two years, providing 
there are any vacancies on the retired list or less than 
four hundred, and lastly we have the recent enactment 
that any cfficer who has reached the age of sixty-four 

ears must be retired, notwithstanding the retired list 

ay be full. 

The immediate effect of the measure is to retire staff 
Officers who perhaps were perfectly capable of perform- 
ing the duties required of them, but the line is not aad 
will not be beuefited to any appreciable extent. 
Another great defect in the recent legislation is that it 
makes no provision for disability other than the disa- 
bility of age. An officer might lose both arms, both 
legs, and both eyes, but he could not be retired unless!

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the retired list had fallen below the number of four 
hundred. Hence we think we are justified 
in characterizing the recent legislation as defective, 
superficial, and not in accordance with the wishes of 
the country. 

The present law will have to be amended, and 
changed, and in six months ameasure will be introduced 
looking to that end. What kind of legislation is it 
that needs amendment almost before it goes into opera- 
tion ?

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PROMOTION BY LENGTH OF SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Jvurnal: 

Sir: Noticing in your issue of July 8, under the 
heading ‘Prayer of the Lieutenants,” a petition to 
Congress for their relief, { beg to submit for publication 
the enclosed bill, which is now well advanced on the 


calendar of the House, and is expected to become a law 
next session : 

H.R. 2751. January 9, 1882, introduced by Mr. Maginnis, and 
reterred to the Committee on Military Affairs, hh 8, 1882. 
Reported with amendments, committed to the Committee of the 
Whole Honse on the state of the Union. Owit the parts in 
brackets and insert the part printed in italics. Bette , 
etc., That whenever any commissioned officer of the Arniy 
below tne rank of major shall have served under one commission, 
or, in case of having beens tranaterred or appointed trom the 
volunteer to the regular service, or from one corps or arm of the 
service to another, under more than one commission but in the 
same grade, for [twenty] Afleen years [consecutively] he shall be 
entitied to and shall receive the pay aud allowances ot the grade 
pext above that in which he shall have so served for such 
period without p ti Provded, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall authorize any increase iu the rank or number of offi- 
cers in the Army, or any corps or regiment thereo!, as now al- 
lowed by law. : 

The report of the committee accompanying this bill, 
and from which we are toinfer the purposes of the 
measure and the reasons therefor, among many other 
things says :* 

Your committee, recognizing the fitness and expediency, as 
well as the custom to advance the pay of officers of the lower 
grade, aiter long and faithful service without promotion, are of 
the opinion that the benefits of this bill ought to extend to the 
captains and lieutenants of the line, the active fighting force of 
the Army. . . That those officers should also be encouraged 
and receive recognition after long, faithful, aud gailant service 
meets with the unanimous recommendation of your committes. 

. . . They recommend that that time of service in onv grade 
shall be but jor fifieen years, and the said service shall not neces- 
sarily be consecutive. . . . 

Most of these officers have been brevetted for gallant conduct 
in battie or for taithiul and meritorious service, some one, some 
two, and others as high as four brevets, but wituout being ad- 
vanced a single grade in actual rank during & service of irom Gf- 
teen to twenty years. 

Promotion in their cases has not been delayed through any 
fault or incompetency on their part, as their military records 
plainly show. .. . 

Atter along war and reorganization of the Army promotion for 
many years is necessarily slow, the officers geperaliy beiny com- 
paratively young men, with few old officers left in tue higher 
grades to be retired, and hence it cemes that there are still offi- 
cers in the Army who served as captains or lieutenants in the 
regular or volunteer service in the late war and have served ever 
since in the same grade, While an officer is young, and no one 
but himself to provide for, the pay of the lower grades of lieu- 
tenants and captains is sufficient; but by the time an officer 
reaches forty or filty years of age, with a family tosuppurt and 
educate, increased pay is a necessity, audit ie usually provided 
for and comes through increased rank by regular promotions, 

In the cases which it is de-igned to meet in this bill, the pro- 
motion which generally comes atter ten or fifteen years’ service 
bas not come, and thuse to whom it will apply for immediate 
benefit are in middle age, at a period in lite when increased pay 
is expected in every pursuit and profe:sion. The relief asked ior 
by this bill seems only just and proper, andthe necesvity of 
similar legislation has more than once been recogni by Con- 
gress, in time of slow promotion, alter lung wars, as after the war 
of 1812, Fiorida war, and Mexican war. 

Precedent for it, especially with reference to captsias and lien- 
tenants, are found in the acts approved March 3, 1853, and August 
3, 1861, by which not only increased pay, but increased rank, was 
provided for certain captains and lieutenants after a serviee of 
fourteen years without promotion. 

After carefully reading this report we are convinced 
that the committee fully appreciates the necessity for 
some such measure of relief, and that it is their purpose 
to extend to all officers after a long period of service 
and when they have reached the age of forty and fifty 
years the full beuefit of this bill, This, I regret to say, 
the bill does not accomplish. The fanit, however, lies 
not with the intention of the committee but with the 
erroneous phraseology of the bill. It requires fifteen 
years’ service under one commission to attain the pay 
aud allowances of the next higher grade. Thus, an 
officer who may have served during the war in the 
volunteer service in any grade above that which he held 
in the regular service will not be credited with such ser- 
vice, but should he be a first lieutenant of the Regular Ar- 
my and have alsoserved as a fi.st lieutenant of volunteers, 
all such will be counted. Again, whatever service an 


officer may perform in any lower grade or however long 
he may have so served will not be counted ; if an officer 
serves fifteen years as a second lieutenant and is then 
promoted to a first lieutenant he must under this bill 
serve another term of fifteen years to get the pay and 
allowances of a captain; if at the expiration of bis 
thirty years’ service as a lieutenant he is regularly pro- 
moted to the grade of captain he must still serve fifteen 
ears more to get the pay and allowances of a major 
under this bill; that is, a total of forty-five years 

service to attain the pay and allowance of the lowest 
grade of field officer. Assuming that an officer enters 
service at the age of twenty-five years, he will be seven; 
ty years of age when he attains the pay and allowances 
of a major; while he will attain only the grade of a 
first lieutenant at forty years of age, when the com- 
mittee says he should have the pay and allowances of a 
captain, and will be fifty-five years of age when he at 

tains the pay and allowances of a captain, when the com- 
mittee says he should have the pay and allowances of a 
major five years earlier. 

1 think I have said sufficient in this communication to 
arrest the attention of the lower grades of the Army to 
the imperfecticvns of this bill aud to the fact that it 
not accomplish the object desired by the committee as 
emphatically stated in their report.

After more than a hundred years’ experience we have 
found no substitute for the brevet, but have deprived 
that reward of nearly all the value it once possessed. 
If we are to have any stimulus to enterprise, the ques- 
tion to consider is whether we ought to venture on 
something new, or whether we should try to perfect or 
improve the brevet system and rely onit. The diffi- 
culties in devising a system that will not do more harm 
than good, and the risks in administering any system are 
so great as to render experiments in a new field very 
dangerous. The brevet has the merit of being con- 
ferred by the President and Senate of the United States, 
and in its complimentary character it is akin to the 
“‘ thanks of Congress.” The truth is, though it be not 
openly confessed, that abused, abridged, emasculated as 
the brevet has been the Army loves it still. It has its 
faults, but the worst of them might be removed. The 
indiscriminate distribution of brevets after the war of 
the Rebellion no doubt contributed to producing legis. 
lation which not only restrains the appointing power in 
conferring this reward, but deprives it of advantages it 
formerly possessed. If the brevet is to be retained as a 
stimulus to enterprise -(we have no other)—the proper 
course would be to increase its value and at the same 
time restrict its besiowal to cases of clearly defined 
and formally established gallant actions. 

‘One step towards increasing the value of the brevet 
would be to let it carry a specified pay independent of 
all contingencies of command. That of itself ought to 
impose caution in its bestowal. With that provision, 
with the right to command, as at present, when assigned

FORTS AND SHIPS AT ALEXANDRIA. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Tue daily papers in commenting upon the Alexandria 
bombardment seem to consider that it establishes be- 
yond question the superiority of ironclads to batteries. 
To my mind the conclusion would be the other way. 
The utmost that would seem to have been accomplished 
at Alexandria was silencing the Egyptian fire and dis- 
mounting a few guns with as far as seems to be known 
a loss to the defence of only a few hundred men. This 
too when the defence was provided principally with 
smooth bores of old types; there being mentioned in 
the reports but sixteen modern second rate guns, which 
was about the number existant in Egypt ten years ago, 
2nd in view of the financial condition of the country of 
late it is not probable that much money has been since 
spent on ordnance. Then, too, mortars, probably the 
most effective defence against plated ships, seem to 
have been lacking entirely. 

In view of this condition of things, the fact that the 
ships were at all damaged and suffered any loss of life 
seems to me very extraordinary. Whuat seems to be 
proved is merely are-proof of our experience in the civil 
war, that is the comparative inefficiency of a few enor- 
mous guns when opposed to a large numer ef inferior 
pieces in position. The naval attack on Charleston and 
the experience of the monitors demonstrated this very 
conclusively. I should. not be surprise if the same 
thing was demonstrated in the first naval collision be- 
tween plated ships. Putting all your eggs in one basket 
is a dangerous policy in war as in peace.

THE RETIRED LIST. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Ir seems to the writer not only bad policy, but a 
demonstration of a lack of discernment, that some of 
your editorial paragraphs, and likewise some of your 
coi ndents’ letters, raise the question: ‘*Does the 
recently-enacted compulsory retirement law produce a 
limitless retired list or not?” In this law Congress has 
not said 1n so many words, ‘‘and the retired list shall 
be without limit,” but it has enacted a law which when 
carried into execution will give us, what? Let us see. 
On Dec. 1, 1882, there will be about 25 officers retired, 
being over 64 years of age. Asa result we have a re- 
tired list of about 420. Subsequently the number 
borne on the list will depend solely on the application 
of a law which as regards application is obligatory on 
its executiuners, to facts in nature already established ; 
to wit: the ages of officers constantly recurring, and 
which, thank Heaven, are quite beyond the jurisdiction 
of arbitrary ‘‘decisions.” 

Therefore in the future, a section of the Revised 
Statutes saying as regards disabled orficers, the Presi- 
dent ‘‘shall convene retiring boards,” and another say- 
ing, ‘‘officers having passed such boards shail be re- 
tired,” when an offiver so circumstanced is met by the 
argument to which I have referred above, he has simply 
to point to facts as they are existing, and which show 
that the old retired list of 400 is a thing of the past, that 
the new retired list, as he sees it existing, in spite of 
any adverse decisions which could possibly be made, is 
a list of considerably over 400, is of a variable number, 
and that the law which makes it fortunately wrests 
from the grasp of any would-be ‘‘ framer of decisions” 
the power to, in the slightest degree, determine, or fix, 
either its maximum or minimum. That seems clear 
enough. Let the Army hold religiously to the little 
that has been granted it. The writer would add that 
he knows that the foregoing construction is the one 
which is now at the War Department, placed upon 
recent legislation on this subject. Unoas. 








THE LESSONS OF ALEXANDRIA. 
RESERVING our comments for another time, we pre. 
sent here such data as we have been able to glean from 
our English exchanges, with which to form an opinion 
as to the lessons to be gathered from the recent bombard- 
ment of Alexandria by the British fleet under Admira} 


Seymour: 

The several accountsin the leading journalse—which, though 
ot always technically correct, are, nevertheless, the work of 
r actised critics, keenly alive to the value of results as a crucical 
test of efficiency—coucur in describing the fire of the ships as 
accurate and effective ; and, pending the inevitable appearance 
of more detailed accounts, private and otherwise, their verdict 
will be accepted by naval men as a satisfactory one. 

It will be noticed that the northern group of ironclads—Superd, 
Sultan and Alexandra—hbad more difficulty in reducing the bat- 
teries to which they were opposed than tue soutuern, and cer- 
tainly weaker group, consisting of the Invincible, Penelope and 
Monarch ; and this in spite of the fact that the forts about Ras- 
el-Tin were ded by the tr dous flanking fire of the 
. while the whole of the fire on the Meks Forts was 
direct. One important fact, however, natural. y suggests itself— 
the northern group of ships began the action under weigh, nor 
does there appear to have been very much result from their fire 
until, between nine and ten, they anchored; and by that time 
the southern group, st anchor from the first, had nearly silenced 
the Meks Forts. It may well be asked, therefore, whetber the 
northern sbips would not more effectually have carried out their 
design had they also been stationary even though it involved 
shijting berth once or twice. The advantage of engaging forts 
under weigh is at best a doubiful one, jally in th 
water, when the ships, from a steady platform, can fight their 
guns on even terms with the batteries. 

Three points have come out strongly in this bombardment 
which have an important bearing upon naval warfare. These are 
the great protective value of armor plating to life, and to the 
machinery and fighting power of a ship ; the necessity of mak- 
ing the heavie-t ne the primary offensive weapons ; and the 
dilficulty of fighting with precision, and maintaiuing a watchful 
defence against small craft, through the smvuke of au action. We 
have formerly pointed out that the thinnest armored ships are 
of great value, notwithstanding the fact that they may occasion- 
ally meet with guns which wou/d render their armor useless. This 
plating is still able to resist the fire of the great majority of 
guns that can be brought to bear upon it; aud it can deflect and 
keep out the projectiles of light guns which might be brought 
) amy it in great numbers. The thin armor of the and 

nvine ble seems to have been able to protect thuee ships quite as 
effectively as the Inflexible’s did her. Had they been unarmored, 
or *fveely penetrabie”’ suips, as Sir W. Armstro: g advocated in 
bis presidential address before the Institution ot Civil Engineers, 
there would probably have been a great loss of life, consi .ering 
the fire these ships were under, anda disablement of some or all 
of the guns. Tue Jn: which cost a quarter of a million, 
has been practically ot as great defensive value in this actiun as 
the Jnflezible, which cost over three-quarters. Tuis does not 
prove that she is as aship for ali purpos:s, but it shows 
that for mapy operations, including the present, this thinly 
armored ship is as useful as any other, and is very much superior 
to an unarmored vessel. Till the heaviest guns, such as would 
render this armor valueless at long ranges, Lave been obtained 
by foreign powers in such numbers as tou make them the common 
weapons of war, it is premature to call vessels with 8 in. and 6 
in. of armor obsolete. 

With ard to the position of guns in the class of offensive 
weapons, it is clear that they must continue to hold the highest 
piace. The ram and torpedoes, which are rightly advocated very 
8 y, are often of great value; but they are of no use in ac- 
tions of this kind, It would be a mistake to build many ships in 
which guns are done away with or reduced in power, in order to 
develop more completely the full efficiency ot the ram and tor- 
pedo. Ships in which tuis is done can never be more than mere 
auxiliaries toa fleet. The present operation could not have been 
carried out, neither could that of several years ago, when Sir 
Hastings Yelverton went in under the guns of Uarthagena to bring 
out two Spanish frigates in defiance of the junia of taat town, if 
we a fleet of torpedoes and rams only without guns.— 


We are best informed about the Invincible by the Standard. 
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shot struck her, we are told, occasionally, and the whirr 
missiles between and over the masts was continual.

Two of her 

guns are reported to have become disabled in the course of firing 

and she will have to go to Malta for others. The Sultan has had 
several shots through her unarmored parts, and also through the 

mainmast and funnel. The Superb appears to have suffered 
| most. She is reported to bear severe traces of the figut, her fun- 
} mel being pierced and a plate below her foremost glacis torn away. 
| There is, however, only one man killed in her and auothersligutly 
| wounded, It Is probable, therefore, that the injuries to ber are 
not so bad as they appear to be, and that they have affected but 
little the armored portion of the ship, She is plated chiefly with 
12 inches and 10 inches of armor on the sides, and this should 
offer considerable resistance to the fire of the heaviest guns in 
the forte at the distance the ships were from them. The Stand- 
ard correspondent on board the Jnavincidle states that the Superd 
was struck several times, aud trom where he was he couid see 
that her armor was penetrated. The same authority states that 
the Jnvincible was struck many times, but only six shots pene- 
trated; her foreyard was struck aud fore-royal braces shut away. 
She is plated with 8 inches of armor at the water line and 6 
inches over the greater portion of her side.—ngin:-ering. 

The forts afforded a Axed target for the feet, while the tactics 
of the Admiral in causing bis ships to move in oblique lines, and 
consequeutly at constantly varying ranges, must have bafiled the 
aim of the Egyptian guuners.— 7imes. 

Some disappointment is said to have been expressed at the 
small effect ot thesheils upon the earthworks. This, we believe, 
when it is witnessed for the first time, will invariably be the 
case. A common shell, loaded with 20 or 30 pounds of powder, 
appears such a terrible missile, that once lodged in the tace of 8 
work, one is apt tosuppose that the explosion must bring the 
whole place down, whereas the result of s single shell is usually 
a great cloud of dust and smoke, and the parapet presents much 
the same appearance as be!ore. One thiny, perleps is often for- 
gotten, and that is that the line of least resistance is to the rear 
of the shell, which, consequently, expends most of its force iu en- 
larging the mouth of the crater already formed, while the initial 
penetration into a well rammed mound is oiten ridiculously 
small. Army and Navy Gazette. 

The difficulty of fighting the guns with precision, and of de- 
fending a ship agaiust torpedoes and torpedo bvats, will be very 
great after an action has ouce commenced, by reason of the accu- 
mulation of smoke, and the time it takes to clearaway. As soon & 8 
the ships began firiug at Alexandria a bank ot smoke 1s stated by 
the correspondents on board to bave risen jike a wall, and pre- 
vented the results of tne fire from being watched. From the 
very commencement it was so dense that nothing coulc be seen 
of what the enemy were doing, and it was only tue sharp scream 
of projectiles overhead, and the upleaping o! columns of spray as 
the shots struck the water that made it clear the fire was being 
returned, Order had to be given to cease firing until the smoke 
cleared away. The wind and sun were both in the enemy’s favor, 
and it was some time before the veil of smoke liited sufficiently 
for even a glimpse of the shore to be obtained. This glimpse was 
lost the instant the guns again opened fire, and before it was 

ible to see where the shots struck. The only way to get a 
chance of seeing what was being dene was by look-outs in the 
tops, but these are very frail refuges in a general action, and may 
easily be destroyed, and the look-out limited to the deck. This 
smoke difficulty will give the opportunity for torpedocs, torpedo 
boats, and any fast auxiliaries, in a general action.—Zngineering. 

When the electric light was turned on the Gabbari forts las 
night I was distant about 400 yards, and through powerful field 
glasses I could very distinctly observe the effect produced, Each 
gun had its sentry, and near each sentry other soldiers, about 
twenty in all, were standing. The light was kept on the forts for 
a very few mements, but before it was withdrawn every soldier 
but four bad vanished, and those still visible were making up for 
lost time. As the light moved along the shore we could dis- 
tinctly hear the cries of the people, and observe the general 
stam pede.— 7 imes. 

We are only able to state with regard to the Alexandria fortis 
that they possessed a limited number of heavy rifled guns and a 
large armament of smooth bores. The rifled guns were the same 
as tue 10 in. 18-ton guas and the 9 in, 12-ton guns mentioned in 
the preceding columns. In fact, tuey corresponded exactly with 
the guns carried on board our sbips, having been purchased from 
Sir W. Armstrong and Co., and passed subject to the usual tes's 
by our officers, whose services were lent to the Kyyptian govera- 
ment for this purpose. The ammupition also exactly corre- 
sponded with our own—except in insignificant details—and 
would, by the way, at this day be available tor our own ships if 
It has beeu stated in the uccounts that the Egyptians 
fired no shells. This neeeds explaua:ion. Their Elswick ammu- 
nition consisted chiefly hell. Common shell may have been 
fired blind, or such Palliser shells as were fired with bursting 
charges may have failed to strike. As they were dealing with 
thick armor they may have preferred to fire Palliser shut. How- 
ever this may be, it must be understood that credit had to be 
given them by us for the proper complement of ammunitioa.— 
Lhe Engineer. 

It is dimcult to describe the excitement of the sailors. Each 
shot was watched with an anxiexy that reminds one of that dis- 
played at the Eaton and Hsrrow match, ona largerscale. Every 
shot that toid was greeted with clapping, which occasiunally was 
aided by a cheer, while the unhappy gunuer who fired suort or 
wide was the victim of good-humured chaff. 

On board the Alexandra the wire torpedo nettings have been 
rigged in the battery, between the guns—a precaution intended 
to limit the disastrous effects which a shell bursting inside the 
battery might cause. 

The ranges at which the Jnflexidle was firing varied from 5,000 
yards to 3,000. This is the first time she has been in action, and 
there can be no doubt about her strength as a fighting-ship. 

The Egyptian gunners at Mex fired musnfully, in spite of the 
heavy losses caused by the guus and Gatlings. Had tneir gun- 
ners been equal to our own, the action would have been certain 
to have caused us very considerable loss. There were several 
large guns which would have done much execution had the 
aiming been less wild. 

The Arabs say the reason why the defence was so obstinate was 
that the batteries were manned by negro Mohammedans.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE STATE ENCAMPMENT AT PEEKSKILL. 


Tux features of the New York camp change with the rapid- 
tty of a kaleidoscope. It is only a little over a week since 
the writing of our article on the 11th, which appeared in last 
week's Journar ; yet we have this week to record two trane- 
formations. Nothing remains fixed except the occupants of 
the group of tents on the southeast corner of the camp, 


and here the occasional visitor is always eure to find tho 
genial chief of the encampment, General Wylie, with his 
nuwerous militery family and bis corps of employees, the 
ever watchful Inspector General’s Department (Generals 
Oliver and Rodenbough), the energetic and hardworking Col. 
Story, of the Department of Rifle Practice, with his diligent 
arsi-tant, the irresistible Col. Burton; the scientific post sur- 
geon, Dr. Bryant, always ready for emergency, provided the 
patient has not ‘‘ contracted his disease before coming into 
camp,” the painstaking Col. Phisterer, of the Adjutant 
General's Department; occasionally the provider of the 
sinews of war, Paymaster General Hoysradt, and also the 
‘‘ war correspondents” of the Army anp Navy JougNat and 
the New York Herald. This cluster of tents is not alone the 
most dignified, but it occupies also the shadiest and coolest 
nook of the ground, and here it is where beauty congre- 
gates and distinguished visitors make their home, Among 
the latter, during the close of last and the beginning of the 
resent week, was prominent the jolly Colonel of the 23d, 
dney ©. Ward, with his manifold dramstiv accomplish- 
ments, who, no doubt came to satisfy himself by ocular de- 
monstration of the extent of profit which the remaining regi- 
ments derive from the admirable temperance system iutro- 
daced by the 23d. Col. Emmons Clark, of the 7th, also 
was a visitor to the camp in the earlier part of last week. 

The red trimmed 11th had no sooner begun to show the 
fruits of the teachings of camp life when its time had ex- 
pired, and it had to make way to the 8th, in its handsome 
and soldierly new State uniform, on Wednesday, July 19th, 
while the latter was compelled, altbough reluctantly. to 
make roum on Monday, July 24th, to the gray of the 47th, 
which now holds the fort. 

The record of the 11th was well nigh finished in our last 
week’s issue, and nothing beyond its depariure remains to 
be mentioned. The latter was in extremely favorable con- 
trast with the arrival, and the progress made by this regiment 
was comparatively greater than that of those which prece- 
ded it, and what looked on entering camp like a raw and un- 
@isciplined mob, left as a comparatively well set up and sol- 
dierly looking lot of men. The men composing this regi- 
ment proved themselves superior in soldierly capacity to the 
majority of the commissioned officers, who were all below 
the requirements of their positions. To make this a good 
regimeut energetic officers who know their duties are required. 
Without these Col. Unbekant’s efforts for improvement will 
be ineffective, as it is the company officers who build up an 
organization, 





THE EIGHTH NEW YORK. 

Col. George D. Scott, commanding this regiment, was 
foremost among the few who were liberal enough to throw 
o# old prejudices when the Adjutant General advanced bis 
propositions for the improvement of the National Guard, 
among which the introduction of the new code, 
the new State umform and State 'encampments formed 
the most prominent features. He did at once become an 
earnest and energetic worker in favor of these schemes, and 
although the passage of the code has become ineffective by 
the Governor's veto, he has had the satisfaction of seeing 
the encampment become a reality, and having his regiment 
selected as the one to introduce the new uniform, The en- 
campment has also been the cause of awakening new enthu- 
siasm and of brivging to the colors of the 8th a number of 
new members to swell its somewhat depleted ranks. 

'The coionel had for a long time past, ever since the selec- 
tionof the 8th forcamp daty became known, beer making elab 
orate and complete preparations to make the eucampment of 
his regiment a success in every respect, and the preiiminary 
arrangements were made in such a manner as to leave no 
room for doubt in regard to the accomplishment of the ob- 
ject, when a serious and sad bereavement in his family pre- 
vented him from taking that elaborate part in the consum- 
mation of his pet scheme which he had contemplated, and he 
was thus debarred from taking active command on the day 
when the regiraent started on the expedition. 

The regimeut Jeft the armory at 10 30 a. m., July 19, under 
® blazing sun, with Lieut. Col. Schilling in command, who 
instead of starting his men direct for the boat at the foot of 
22d stieet, performed the unavoidable march down 5th ave- 
nue in solid company front, a proceeding which caused the 
prostration by the heat of several men, and in consequence a 
certain amount of dissatisfaction in the outset. We do not 
intend to censure the lieutenant colonel by mentioning this 
fact. He followed simply the old custom, which, pernicious 
and out of place as it may seem, has not yet met with suffi- 
cient oppusition for its abolishment. At 11.15 a. m. every- 
body was aboard, the Long Branch cast off her lines and the 
regiment was under way for its first halting place, Yonkers 
where the llth separate company, under Captain Jarvis, 
with three ofticers and 36 men, which had been directed to 
participate in the encampment as a part of the 8th, was taken 
aboard, and at about 2.20 p. m. the landing of the whole 
force at ‘* Roahovk” wharf was effected. 

As with the preceding organizations the gaard marched 
ahead of the regiment for the reliet of that of the 11th, and 
it only needs to be mentioned that this mancuvre was 
done ina manner which compared very favorably with the 
proceedings of the previous regiments; the regiment followed 
in due time, and after passing the usual selutes with the 
llth marched to the parade ground, where each captain 
took charge of his company, marched it into its street, and 
dismissed his men, who, commencing with the right com- 
pany, were at once directed to obtain the necessary equipage 
from the quartermaster. 

The new uniform sustained the favorabie impression it had 
already made, and it looked as if the occupation of General 
Rodenbough’s orderly as a model was gone, 

Company I was detailed to escort the 2d seyarate company 
from Auburn, under command of Captain Kirby, which ar- 
rived by rail, and had also been designated to participate in 
the ercampment as a part of the 8th, and on its arrival with 
astrength of 61 men the 8th regiment was complete as an 
organization of 10 companies, the separate commands having 
been designated in G. O. No. 13, of July 20, as follows : 

The 11th Company as Company A. 


During the first day or two after the arrival of the 8th 
there seemed to be a misunderstanding about the time for 
dress parade and the sounding of retreat. An impression 
prevailed that 9s the latter is gees supposed to close all 
exercises of the day, it would not be proper to publish or- 
ders, exercise companies in the manual, etc., after the firing 
of the guo, performances which at retreat dress parade 
necessarily follow the gun fire and lowering of the flag. 
Parade was therefore had some time before sunset, and the 
drums afterwards returned tothe ground to sound off retreat. 
This caused some confusion in the lowering of the flags and 
firing of the gun on the first two nights of the Eighth’s en- 
campment, but the matter was afterwards set right, and these 
performances were then conducted in the proper manner and 
no farther trouble was had. 

Dress parade on thé first night was not as it should have 
been; it was a ragged and somewhat irregular affair all 
through, partly due probably to the fatigue and unsettled 
condition of the regiment, and partly to want of harmony in 
the working of the two separate companies, which both 
made their first appearance on dress parade. 

The strength of the command present, including the two 
separate companies, was 435 officers and men. 

The working days allotted to this regiment amounted to 
only about three and a half, and as it was desired to have 
all the companies complete their target practice here, Com- 
panies C. D, F, and H were sent on the range at an early 
hour on Thursday, July 20, and by rapid management they 
succeeded in finishing up their individual firing before 
battalion drill in the afternoon. For volley and file firing 
there was no time on this day. The 8th regiment durin 
the past winter has devoted considerable attention to dri 
in guard mounting, and the colonel and his officers had 
the good sense not to consider themselves perfect and 
above criticism and correction. 

The Apmy AND Nayy Journat has taken particular 
interest in their performances, and. by acting upon its 
suggestions, this regiment succeeded in becoming 
quite proficient in the execution of the ceremony. As a 
consequence, the first guard mounting on Thursday, July 
20, compared favorably with anything of the kind executed 
by the preceding regiments, a fact which was acknowledged 
on all sides. The officers of the day, however, managed to 
put their feet into it by not taking their proper positions 
in front of their guards on their arrival at the guard 
tent, and consequently lost the ‘‘ present arms” to which 
they were entitied. Had the attention paid during the 
drill season to the instruction of sentries been equal to 
that devoted to the ceremony of guird mounting proper, 
better results might have been obtained in this respect 
also. However, there is no use in denying the fact, the 
members of the guard of the 8th proved themselves as 
deficient, and in some cases even worse than those of the 
three organizations which were here before, The same 
blunders aud defects which have been repeatedly pointed 
out in our comments on the guard duty performed in this 
camp were apparent here. Walking of posts at carry arms, 
detective salutes, facing in the wrong direction, careless- 
ness and unwilitary carriage could be noticed as promis- 
cuously as durivg the opening days of the encampment. 
A great deal of this could have been avoided by reading 
and acting upon the criticisms on other regiments, while on 
the other hand many defects are entirely irreconcilable with 
a proper and diligent study of G. O. No. 12, by those in 
charge of the guard. In fact it was very plain that this 
order did not receive the attention it required; of this we 
personally convinced ourselves by visits to the guard house 
and conversations with the officers and non-com. oflicers. 
The marching of reliefs to meals without belts was a gross 
violation of the very A BC of guard duty, yet we noticed it 
on Sunday, July 23, as well as on Thursday, the 20th. On 
Thursday morning the sentry on the beat between the 
hospital tents and those of the general staff had no sooner 
been posted than he rested his musket on the ground, 
and engaged in a quite lengthy chat with a couple of 
darkies and some country men who were lounging on his 
beat near the ravine. Many of the sentries presented 
arms from a support by simply bringing the musket to the 
front and centre of the body, barrel to the front. 
Non-conimissioned officers gave each other the ser- 
geant’s salute; ‘‘ presents” were rendered without dis- 
crimination ; the relief in the afternoon was marching out 
with two corporals, and when meeting the Inspector-General 
the corporal halted it, faced it to the front and presented 
arms—a compliment no doubt well meant, but still incorrect. 
All that was necessary was to bring the relief to carry. the 
non-commissioned officer giving the sergeant’s salute without 
interruption of the march. 

Challenging commenced immediately after retreat. While 
we do not deny the right of the commanding officer to regulate 
his own bours in this respect, it was nevertheless true that 
> proceeding was somewkat against the custom which pre- 
ils in garrisons in time of peace, when challenging does 
not begin till taps. 
Most people enter and leave camp by the steps which have 
been cut into the bank at the back of the camp near the boat

This is not only the proper 
way of doing this thing, but it would also save a lot of 
trouble to the non-commi-sioned officers of the main guard 
at night as well as to persons entering the camp. . 
A skirmish drill by company took place un Thursday morn- 
ing, July 20, under the supervision of Lieut.-Col. Schilling. 
While some of the movements were reasonably well execu- 
ted, it was plain that the ground was not sufficiently large to 
accommodate all the companies at once. In several cases 
interference of the companies with each other could not be 
avoided. Asin many other skirmish drills we have wit- 
nessed, the details of the movements did not receive proper 
attention. Speed seemed to be the only object desired, 
especially in the firings, where men would ueither kneel 
down properly, nor take aim deliberately. They simply 
squatted down after a fashion, popping off their pieces as 
fast as possible, and the one who accomplished this the 
quickest seemed to consider himself the best man. More 
dctalled instruction and deliberation in execution of move- 
ments is necessary. 
The first battalion drill took place in the afternoon under 
a hot sup, with Lieut.-Col. Schilling in command.

DEATH OF BRIG.-GEN. J. M. VARIAN. 

By the death of Brig.-Gen, Joshua M. Varian, which oc- 
curred on Monday morning, July 24, at his residence, 151 
West 13th street, the National Guard has lost one whose 
name has served asa landmark for nearly four decailes, 
Gen. Varian resigned the command of the 2d Brigade during 
last winter on account of ill health, and has been faili 
rapidly since, until death called him away at the age of 
years. He originally entered the 8th regiment in 1846, serv- 
ing in it through all the grades until he became its colonel 
in 1863, serving with great credit during the war, beginning 
with the battle of Run. He afterwards became briga- 
dier-general of the old 3d Brigade, and as such commanded 
the troops during the riots of 1871. He was an excellent 
soldier, and as such he had many admirers, as well as on 
account of his superior private qualities. The funeral took 
place on Thursday, July 27, with military honors, the 8th 
regiment acting as escort.

The one great cause for criticiem on drills was due to the fact 
that wflicers generally study tactics tuo much by the commands 
Becessary tor the execution of movements, instead of by the title 
of the n ovement; consequently, when called upon to execute a 

ticnlar manoeuvre, auch, for instance, as ‘* form line to the 
rovt,”’ irom col timh of fours, 4 misappreliension has often arisen 
as to the proper command to give, aud many errers have resulted 
from ignorance of tne nature of the movement wanted. The 
wh: le truuble arises from not studying tactics properly and in- 
telligentiy. It is believed, however, that this criticism will not 
Deed be s0 prominently mentioned hereatter, as iu prov: ment be- 
came apparent ere thetour was finished, and an evident deter- 
toination on the part of « fiicers nut to ailuw themselves to err 80 
Sommonly again whete prevention is Boeasy. . . . 

In several «ases it is found that company by-laws contain pro- 
visions which sre at variance with our militia law, with tactics, 
and army regulations, aud with the “customs of the service;”’ 
this, too, where same have been approved by the judge-advocate 
of the brigade. The question bas consequently arisen in such 
cases as to the legali:y or the force of such articles—whbether tor 
their violation members are legally liable as they would be for 
violating the militia law. o & 

The ceremony of inxpection has been generally well performed 
In witnessing the furmations of the several companies, twelve 
were noted in which the formation of the lett was incorrect (par. 
180, Uptun's Tactics); in the same number of companies there 
Was manifest nerd of instruction in the “ settings-up "’ (par. 16) 
and position of the soldter (par. 11). This latter criticism applies 
with equal force to each of the bands. ‘Ten first sergeants made 
improper reports to the captain; five gave the command, “ Atten- 
tion to roll-call.”” In eight companies, the men slighted the 
motions coming to a “carry” and “‘order” at roll-call. In open- 
~ | rapke the first serveants of four companies gave commend 
“ Right dress’ to rear rank; the front rank did nut dress to right 
Ptopefly without further command (par: 183), In tour com- 
panies, men appeared with oVershoes of rubbers on, and several 
men put on gloves after falling in; avd in same number ot com- 
panies, improper commavds were given for counting tours. In 
three con:psnics, men fellin facing to the front (par. 180), lieu- 
tenants fellin with, and at the same time as, the file-closers; in 
the same number divi+ion into platoons was omitted, and “ pre- 
sent arms" of officers was incorrect (par. 755). In two companies, 
the first sergeant called the nemes of the commissioned officers at 
roll-call, also called the full names of members. In the artillery 
and cavalry. three buglers appeared without sabres. 

In mavy companies there should be more attention given to 
nerily adjusting equipuents, blacking boots, to clean gloves, and 
otuer litile details, which show the good soldier at a glance. 
Chewing tobacco and spitting in ranks were noticedin a tew 
cares; but when the same thing was done by an officer of high 
tank accompanying me, it is not strange that men might not 
consider it altogether wrong. Some officers and men still regard 
inspection merely ss a farce, hardly realizing that their opinion 
is very evidently made known in the results of their ewn inspec- 
tion. “Coaching” or “cramming,” as students call it, was evi- 
dent in some cases, but this is far preferable tu no preparation, 
The companies giving regular attention to systematic, intelligent, 
and thorough drili are, however, easily recognized, and ‘credits ” 
if the table of c. mparative standing are very materially increased 
thereby. Captains sbotid impress upon their men that want of 
dise)pline in ranks is a)-parent in unsteadine-s, gazing about, 
talking, etc.; that whilein ranks, every ma should devote bis 
whole attenticn to duty; and that time epent in drilling aimles+ly 
or carelessly is worse then no dri!l atall. An olficer is a good 
officer only as he develups intelligence with his various duties 
and atiention to them, combined with gentlemanly conduct and 
good character, which shail inspire the respect ot his men and of 
the community generally. Much as I respect and honor the 
veteran. of our jate war, who will always wear the proudest 
mMautie that can fall to any body o1 men, still Iam pained to say 
that some orgapifatious meke the mistake of suppusivg that on 
accuunt of their war +rervices they are either entitied to prece- 
dence in rank ur will make better o!ficers, wh: reas it is very gen- 
eraily conceded, even among veterans themselves, that in the 
present prog’essive age, involving such radical changes in tactics 
and administration, younger bivud and more energy are needed; 
avd it is a fact, that many of our veteran officers rely too much 
upon their war records, avd do not give the attention to the re- 
quirements of their present positions that they should. 

Mauy of our file-closers, we are sorry to say, are tov often negli- 
gent in the periurmance of thei: duties (paragraphs 176 and 278), 
and are little better than wooden men. ee 

It was my pleasure to be present « portion of the time at the 
officers’ schovul ot instruction, convened by the brigade com- 
mavoer in February, and to note the interest which was exhibi- 
ted ob the par. of mest of the officers present towards making 
profitable the time thus epent. ‘Ihe success of the school. how- 
ever, was Very much impsied by the absence, through sickness, 
of Mejor Wm. H. Cheev r, A. 1. G., who was detailed as Instruct- 
or. Thetervliing lack of system for the conduct ot the school 
and still xreater lack of ability, or preparation fur such a c ntin- 
gency, furnished a very strung text tor the principle which 
shvuild govern of » t granting » comnissicp to an officer beyond 
hie capacity, either present or likely svon to be acquired, and a!so 
illustrated very torcibiy the necessity of spplyipyg the law reia- 
tive to examining buards, which shall inquire into the several 
qualificaticns of “military tactics, physical abiiity, mural cbharac- 
ter. cepacity, attainments, general fitness, and efficiency ;"’ and I 
am persuaded that po movement would be sv much to the benefit 
ot our National Guard as the invariable application of this rule 
to every officer Dow in the service, from the brizade commander 
down, aud tu every one berealter who may be nominated tora 
commirsion. Iam satisfied it would be,in the end, a matter of 
ane to the State, and the greatest aid to efficiency gene- 
ally. 

During the progress of the school, an exhibition of their pro- 
ficiency 1D signalling was given by a number of oificere of the 
lst regiment, under charge of Surgeon H. E. Newell, which en- 
titles them to a great deal of credit. Twiis branch of instruction 
has not been atten pted yet in the other regiments. 

Upon thecompleticn of the various company drills required 
aiter inspection, the rule was adopted of inturming the cumpa- 
nies imu.ediately of the errors that bad been noted during the 
evening—this for the instruction of both officers avd men, while 
movements were fresh in their minds; and 1t proved very accept- 
able and valuable. Tbe must common errors were as follows:

Tue English authorities have given permission to the 
gymuastic staff of the army to accept the invitation of 
the Stockholm Athletic Club to visit Sweden.

Tue experimental works at the Channel Tunnel con- 
tinue to progress, and it is stated that the total length of 
the heading is now considerably above 2,000 yards, the 
operations being maintained to keep the machinery in 
working order. The soil through which the borer is 
passing is quite dry. The same seaward declination is - 
maintained, namely 1}inch per yard. The Tuonel 
Company have, under date June 23, transmitted to Mr. 
Gladstone certain resolutions which ask fora decision 
as to whether the tunnel would be a source of national 
danger. The communication states that if the tunnel 
be of that character the directors are willing to call the 
shareholders together and recommend that the en’ 
should be abandoned, but a request is added that, if not 
a danger from a national point of view, the promoters 
should be allowed to proceed with their experiments. 
Mr. Gladstone replied that he has referred the commu- 
nication to the Secretary of State for War and the 
President of the Board of Trade. 

Or Manganese bronze the Hngineer says: ‘*‘ Mangan- 
ese bronze has been subjected to numerous tests in order 
to ascertain its transverse and tensile strength, toughness, 
and other qualities, under the direction of the Admiralty, 
and at the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, as we'l as by 
several private firms, and the results show that the 
transverse strength and toughness of cast bars is double 
that of the best gun meta], and considerably above that 
of wrought iron, while the tensile strength and tough- 
ness of rolled and forged bars, plates, etc., is equal to 
that of mild steel. The white brass is manufactured in 
two qualities, one for small solid — and bushes, 
and the other for | ‘ning large bearings. It isin use ina 
number of the largest steamships afloat, and in various 
kind of engines, machines, railway carriages, etc., and 
has proved to be highly successful iu preventing heat- 
ing. and in reducing wear and friction to 8 minimum.”
